BUDAPEST, Dec. 30. 


Hungary began mobil- 


izing additional troops to- 
day in a movement reported 
designed to lead to total 
mobilization by next Jan, 15. 


The action was interpret- 


ed in some quarters as a 
sign of one more move in German 
preparations for war in the Balk- 
ans, where Hungary's army might 
help strengthen the German flank 
against Soviet Russia while the 
Nazis struck south toward Greece 
and Turkey. 


Mobilization cards reached thou- 


sands of Hungarian men ot mili- 
tary age last night and this morn- 
ing. 


This coincided with reports of 


renewed Russian military activity 
on highways running from Lwow 
(Lemberg), in Russian Poland, to 
the Slovak frontier. 


The flow of German troops and 


material continued at top capacity 
of the Hungarian and Rumanian 
railroads. 


Hungary's action, with a number 


of other signs 
in 
the 
Balkans, 


strengthened the belief of observ- 
ers that a new German move was 
in preparation.

and a derrick reared smack in the 
heart of town brought the aston- 
ished folk of Hawkins proof to- 
day they were in the middle of 
East Texas' latest oil boom. 


A sleepy crossroads 
settlement 


bearing the name of an obscure 
railroad 
construction 
worker 


carved on a pine tree nearly sev- 
enty years ago, Hawkins has been 
busy with 
leather-coated 
lease 


agents since Bobby Manzlel, form- 
er lightweight boxer, brought in 
a pumper to open the sector. 


But yesterday the tempo stepped 


up. There were estimates that 10,- 
000 persons jammed the southeast 
Wood County hamlet 
to witness 


its definite establishment as an oil 
boom town. 


First Manzlel's second operation, 


the No. 1 Lee Bell, about a mile 
west of Hawkins, blew out, making 
what some observers estimated up 
to 50,000,000 feet of gas daily. 


Sixteen hundred bags of barold 


were used on the well last night 
In an unavailing effort to bring It 
under control.

IS ONE OF CHIEF WORRIES OF 


« HITLER AND HIS AXIS PARTNERS

One of the new and stern ques- 
tions Adolf Hitler is facing today Is 
what the French reaction Is likely 
to be to President Roosevelt's dec- 
laration that "there will be no bot- 
tleneck In our determination to aid 
Great Britain" and that he believes 
"the axis powers are not going to 
•win this war." 


The French attitude, which has 


hardened toward nazidom still fur- 
ther this past week-end, is one of 
the fuehrer's great worries, That 
makes it one of tho worries of the 
other two partners of the triple al- 
llance—Italy and Japan. 


Hitler is said to have been trying 


everything ho could to cajole or 
frighten old Marshal Petain, French 
chief of state, Into giving tho sup- 


A port of France to Germany against 
f- England. The nazi chief wants use 


of the still powerful French fleet, 
and he at least wants assurances 
that the armies in the French colo- 
nies won't make war against the 
axis. 


Petain has stood 
his 
ground 


stubbornly and with growing inde- 
pendence. Indeed, he is reported to 
have threatened to cut the French 
colonial forces loose against the 
axis if the nazi demands arc too 
harsh. 


It would be a grievous blow to 


Hitler should Marshal Petain throw 
the support of his navy and colo- 
nies to Britain at this crucial junc- 
ture when Germany Is maneuver- 
Ing for position to administer the 
finishing blow to England by In- 
vasion. 


And now, at a most inconvenient 


moment, 
comee 
the 
Roosevelt 


ftpeech. making Amercla th« "ar- 


senal of democracy." It Is one of 
the last things which Hitler could 
have wished. It Is one 
of 
the 


things which the triple alliance has 
been tyring to stave off by threats 
of dire consequences 
if America 


doesn't cease aiding Britain. 


What will the French reaction 


be? It is difficult to see how Hit- 
ler can find any answer other than 
that France's determination not to 
aid Britain's enemies will be Im- 
mediately strengthened. 


Anything which strengthens Brit- 
ain's chances to win must give add- 
ed courage to France. 


Why doesn't Hitler use force on 


France to compel acquiescence with 
hia wishes? 


Well, 
he 
could. 
Continental 


France is crushed and Is under the 
hob-nailed boots of a vast German 
army of occupation. 


But he is up against this propo- 
sition: You can enforce a consid- 
erable degree of obedience 
with 


guns, but you can't exact loyalty. 
The fuehrer couldn't make French- 
men fight against Britain if they 
didn't want to—and as 
a 
whole 
they don't. 


It would aval] him little to seize 


the vastly important French fleet, 
unless ho could at the same time 
secure the services of the French 
officers and 
crews. 
He 
could 
scarcely man and operate 
those 


warships with Gorman crews. 
What is more to the point, any 


move of this sort likely would re- 
sult in the great French colonies 
throwing their active support to 
England. 
The way things are tending, I 


think those who want France to 
lend her aid to Britain have a right 
to do a little wishful thinking.

Scarcely a street in the busy 


business district stretching east- 
ward from the Strand was un- 
marked by fire or undamaged by 
high explosives. 
Scores of landmarks were dam- 


aged or destroyed. 
Among them 


were the Guildhall and the church 
of St. Lawrence 
Jewry 
in 
the- 


Guildhnll Yard, which Sir Christo- 
pher Wren built and where Dick 
Whittington worshipped. 


At that, It was Royal Air Force 


night fighters who were credited 
with saving London 
from 
still 


worse destruction. 


When the German bombers first 


flew over the city and scattered 
their incendiaries, ground defenses 
shot up a heavy anti-aircraft bar- 
rage. 


But their guns ceased firing as 


the glow of fires began to light 
the sky and the roar of fighter 
planes was heard high to the air 
swooping in to smash and scatter 
the German formations, 


While firemen and police battled 


the flames with dynamite and tons 
of water, the RAF patrolled the 
sky and gave them a chance to 
work unmolested by the high ex- 
plosive bombs usually thrown into 
a fire area. 


Broad areas 
of 
London were 


hit, but the raid centered on the 
"city.1" The government described 
the assault as a "deliberate1 at- 
tempt" to burn out Britain's hub 
of Empire, 


AH Fires Controlled. 


By the 
time dawn 
lifted 
the 


blackout from the night of horror, 
all the fires were controlled and 
only 
charred 
girders, 
smoking 


heaps of rubble and bleak, black- 
ened walls marked what had been 
scores of buildings— churches, of- 
fices, stores and others. 


But the British mobilized their 


fire-fighting reinforcements today 
and said they were ready for any 
German effort to 
devastate 
all 


London as a prelude to an invasion 
attempt. 


The defense forces were confi- 


dent they could repeat what they 
called a successful battle against 
last night's 
conflagration, 
even 


though a sudden intensification of

gression. 


Virglnio Gayda, the editor who 


often speaks for the Fascist re- 
gime, warned in 
delivering 
the 
Italian reply that the "tolerance" 
of the Rome-Berlin axis is lim- 
ited.

wag Adolf Hitler's own personal 
secret and, until he chooses 
to 


break his silence, not even. offI- 
clals 
usually well-informed can 


predict Germany's attitude, 
Nazi 


spokesmen indicated. 


Afternoon newspapers in Berlin 


carried a brief summary of 
the 


speech, omitting Mr. Roosevelt's 
prediction that 
the 
axis 
would 
lose the war. 


Unofficial Japanese sources in 
Tokyo said they considered

told the people of the Unit- 
ed States last night that 
they faced an emergency 
comparable 
only 
to war, 


and that thus far all efforts 
for defense and aid-to-Brit- 
alnn were "not 
enough." 


The 
"business-as - usual'1 
idea 


would have to he abandoned, he 
declared, if those efforts were to 
be successful. 


Speaking with great seriousness 


in a much awaited radio Broad- 
cast that went 'round the world, 
the chief executive linked the na- 
tion's future 
security with Brit- 


ain's ability to achieve victory. 


The British people battling the 


axis, he said, were fighting "an 
unholy alliance of power and pelf 
(which 
seeks) 
to dominate 
and 


the human race, 
own 
future 
security 
Is 


dependent on the outcome 


of that fight. Our ability to 'keep 
out of war' is going to be affect- 
ed by that outcome." 


"For 
us,' he said, "this is an 


emergency as serious as war it- 
self. We must apply ourselves to 
our task with the same resolution, 
the same sense of urgency, 
the 


same spirit of 
patriotism 
and 


sacrifice as we would show were 
we at war." 


Present Efforts Not Enough 
"All 
our present efforts are not 


enough," he asserted at 
another 


point. "We must have more ships, 
more guns, more planes—more of 
everything. This can only be ac- 
complished if we discard the no- 
tion of 'business as usual."-This 
job cannot be done merely by su- 
perimposing on the existing pro- 
ductive 
facilities 
the 
added re- 


quirements for defense." 


Mr. Roosevelt coupled his call 


for virtual wartime munitions pro- 
duction with the pledge of multi- 
plying assistance for Britain and 
a steam arraignment of what he 
defined as the axis philosophy of 
government. 


"The axis," he 
charged, 
"not 


merely admits but the axis pro-

TEXAS INCREASED 


DURING OCTOBER

The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics reported that farm income 
in all the South Central States, 
including Texas, increased 28 per 
cent in October over the same 
month a year earlier. 


The gain was caused 
by 
the 


lateness of tho 1940 cotton crop. 


The estimated total farm income 


Jn Texas for October, 
including 


government payments, was $115,- 
092,000. This compared with a total 
of only $76,083,000 in October of 
1939. The total farm 
income in 


the state for the first ten months 
of 1940 was 
$466,731,000, as com- 


pared with 
$449,236,000 
In 
the 


same period of ]839. 


Income in Texas from crops was 


$71,186,000, and 
from 
livestock 


and livestock products, $33,360,000. 
In October of 1939 tho income for 
each, respectively, was $40,040,000 
and 
$26,-141.000.

bel warning that the liquid la a 
narcotic drug which la definitely 
harmful. 


Mr. Moore added that "there Is 


no reason why alcohol should not 
be labeled a poison in the. same 
way that arsenic, carbolic 
acid 


and other poisons are labeled." 


Alcoholism, he declared, "Is 1,- 


000 times a greater problem than 
that of any other narcotic drug 
and the attack on U should begin 
with such simple apporacheg as 
'warning, poison' labels on liquor 
bottles and perhaps on cocktail 
glasses." 


Dr. Myeraon added that "alco- 


hol in proper amounts is a very

IN ACCORD POLICIES 


ROOSEVELT STATED 


MAN WHO OFTEN DISAGREES 
WITH PRESIDENT GIVES AP- 


PROVAL TO ADDRESS

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.-W— For- 


mer Governor Alfred E. Smith. 
who frequently has expressed dis- 
agreement with President Roose- 
velt's policies said today on his 
67th birthday, that he was "heart- 
ily in accord" with the president's 
Sunday night speech. 
"It 
was a very 
courageous, 


straight-hitting speech," the 
192& 


Democratic presidential candidate 
said when he received newsmen 
at his usual birthday interview 
"He certainly put his finger on 


"It remains to be seen whether 


the American people will regard 
it as addressed directly to them 
or as just another speech." He 
added, "I regard it as something 
addressed to Indlviual Americans." 


Sitting at his desk behind 
a 


stack of greetings and before a 
bank of birthday flowers, Smith 
said there was "no use of talking 
about secriflce unless it is trans- 
formed into action." 


He declared that, "like every- 


body else, I'm willing to be asked; 
I'm willing to make my sacrifice." 


"It is difficult for the individ- 


ual to figure out just what 
he 


can do," he added. 


Smith said there was no doubt 
this country was in a "serious 
condition," but he expressed 
hia 


belief that Britain could withstand 
assault 
alone—If 
aided by 
the 


United States. 
Smith said that the whole world 


looked to the United States for 
leadership and "the day of the si- 
lent leader is past," in referring 
to President Roosevelt's speech 
last night. 


Questioned about the advisabil- 
ity of strong talk to the dictator 
nations, Smith replied that "they 
haven't any use for us anyway 
and there is no point in being 
over-kind to a fellow who doesn't 
like you." 


The former New York govern- 


or said, too. that he believed "all 
these organizations ought to pipe 
down a little and not try to run 
the affairs of the country." 


He said he referred to "all com- 
mittees," including the Committee 
to Defend America by Aiding the 
Allies, and the No Foreign War 
committee. 


"There's a government In Wash- 


ington for that," he said, "and in 
addition they sometimes furnish 
an argument for those who don't 
like us that we are a disunited 
country. 


"Congress will be In action In 


a few days and if any committee 
has a program, they should sub- 
mit it to congress. In other words, 
there is too much 'whereasing' 
and 'be it resolved.'"

ROME, Dec. 30.—W)—Vlrginlo 


Gnyda, authoritative fascist edi- 
tor, replied to 
President 
Roose- 


velt's fireside chat today with a 
warning that the "tolerance" of 
the Rome-Berlin axis is limited. 
He called the President a "man ot 
undeclared war fought against the 
axis." 


Writing in II Giornale D'ltalia, 


Gayda cited two specific actions 
which, he said, would mean "open 
United 
States 
Intervention 
for 


which no excuse could be created." 
But he indicated the axis would 
not take any action until they had 
been put into effect. 


The steps, Gayda said, were any 


attempt by American flag ships 
to force a counter-blockade or the 
cession to Britain of German and 
Italian ships now taking refuge In 
United States harbors. 


Gayda asserted that, in Itself 


the President's speech 
had 
pro- 


duced "nothing new." He said It 
only confirmed the passage of the 
United States first from neutral- 
ity to non-belligerency and from 
that to a state "short of war." 


Varied Reaction In France. 


VICHY, France, Dec. 30.—(XP)— 


Some official French sources to- 
day described 
President 
Roose- 


velt's fireside chat as "sensation- 
al," while other official comment 
tended to minimize 
Its 
signifi- 


cance with assertions that he fail- 
ed to present statistics on United 
States defense production to prove 
that "America's bite would equal 
her bark." 


Government circles said that in- 


creased material for Britain from 
the United States had 
not 
yet 


compensated for losses by war and 
that only in increased U, S. pro- 
duction could results of the speech 
be judged. 


Up to a late hour this morning 


French newspapers did not even 
have an official summary of the 
talk, but It was announced that a 
brief official version would be pre- 
pared for inclusion In afternoon 
papers. Publication of the full text 
was not permitted. 


The broadcast was 
the 
main 


topic of conversation in French 
political circles and reaction gen- 
erally was favorable. 


United States would get into the 
war, Smith said he didn't have 
any idea, but added, "When you've 
promise to help a fellow, 
Its 


pretty hard to stop when he's 
going down for the third time." 


He said, however, that he didn't 


expuct Britain to be going down 
and that "I have always had 
faith In the ability of Britain to 
withstand the attacks." 


Smith said he believed that the 
outstanding domestic problem fac- 
ing congress was readjustment of 
the tax schedule, and that "taxa- 
tion Is going to be a terrific prob- 
lem no matter wnat happens." 


He said that in his opinion the 


domestic budget could be balanc- 
ed Insofar as the ordinary expen- 
ses of government are concerned, 
but that armaments expenses "are 
in a class by themselves."
